After some time of confining myself to my home, | decided to 
make my first venture out into the world a walk to my local 
comic book shop in Brooklyn. Гт not exaggerating when | 
say the first thing my eyes fell upon after walking through the 
door was Extremity 1, prominently displayed on the "New 
This Week" rack - a hand-less, bloodied character standing 
over a pile of vanquished foes. It couldn't have felt like more 
of a sign. 


It may sound odd, but | wanted you to know how therapeutic it's 
been following Thea on her journey so far. The folly of anger, 
hatred, and vengeance at the hands of such a loss has served 
аз a cautionary tale - a warning sign on a road down which І 
could so easily travel after my own loss.
